_ TIME ESTIMATE 

He caused further amusement 
when asked how long a time 
had clapsed from the time he 
heard the commotion until the 
tIlme: he went to the forge, ivit- 
ness said: that It took the time 
of ..finishing a bowl of rice. 
This, he estimated, took only 
about a minute, (Laughter). 

The deceased was lying on the 
floor breathing heavily when he 
entered the forge, witness sald. 
He shouted for the ‘ fokis but 
none answered and so he rush- 
ed out with ‘the intention of 
telephoning for an ambulance. 
On the way to a teahouse where 
a telephone was available he 
miet the mistress at a road 
junction, ; :
